MR. JAMES B. M‘NEIL. 


i Fe is with great pleasure we place beford 
our readers # portrait of this much- 
esteemed rowing celebrity — the hero of 
many severe contests on the Thames, Tyne, 
and Clyde. Mr. James B. M‘Neil is one 
of the famous boat-builders of Great 
Britain — undoubtedly the most famous | 
of Scotland. His boat-house, ‘*The Clutha,"’ 
On the banks of the Clyde, has a world 
Wide celebrity in connection with the ex- 
Citing aquatic contests of the North, and 
the boats turned out therefrom continue 
to extend the reputation of their builder, 
and haye obtained for him the honour of 
being appointed boat-builder to his Grace 
the Duke of Hamilton and Brandon. It 
will be remembered by those interested 
in aquatic sports, that M‘Neil’s crew won 
the great eight-oared race on the Thames 
in 1854—a victory of no inconsiderable 
importance. He has also carried off the 
Egleton Cup, Ladies’ Cup, and the Ma- 
sonic Cup at regattas nearer home, and 
has contested successfully in a number of 
matches of which we have not space to 
make the mention they deserve. Mr. 
M‘Neil has also held for years the im- 
portant post of manager of the City of 
Glasgow Regatta Club. Here, then, are 
Sufficient reasons why his portrait should 
appear in the pages of the ILLUSTRATED 
Seorrine News; but he has other claims 
upon us of which it is now our pleasure 
to speak. The subject of this memoir is 
one of the most daring and expert swim- 
mers in the United Kingdom, and has, 
during his career, risked his life no less 
than jifty times in successful efforts to 
rescue unfortunate creatures from drown- 
ing.

Mr. M‘Neil was born in Ayrshire, and is 
now in his thirty-second year. His brilliant acts of bravery entitle him to 
the respect and honour of all who admire true courage and a ready sacrifice 
of self in the cause of the unfortunate. Long may he live to enjoy the esteem 
and admiration he has so nobly won. :

Northwards, on the confines of Inver-

On Lochearn and 
Loch Tayside the moors are beautiful 


at present, and the birds are seen flying 
about vigorously, though not of the 
usual size at this season. From the 
extensive deer forests we receive glad- 
dening accounts. Stalking was very 
successfully commenced, and several 
fine heads have been brought down. 
The deer are in splendid condition, as 
the season’s pasture has been a very 
luxuriant one. The fawns are growign 
well, and the twins are numerous. 
very superior stalking season 18 ex- 
pected.— Edinburgh Courant.

A Srrance Bet Orr.—In a certain 
notorious northern town, in the heart 
of the Scottish Highlands, the jame 
of whose Town Council exceeds that 
of any Parliament imagination itself 
ever planted in College-green, there 
lives a lawyer, celebrated for the 
length of his tongue and the mea- 
sure of his loquacity. Some weeks ago 
he happened to meet, at dinner, a lady 
equally famed in the district for her 
talking .propensities. Some smart 
tongue sparring took place between 
them, which was fomented by the com- 
pany, for their own amusement, The 
result was a bet as to who would talk 
longest on any given subject—law being 
excluded—each party speaking for half 
an hour at a time; the subject to be 
named by the host, and the hour, place, 
and judges to be fixed by the company, 
and the meeting open to the public. 
The stake to be £10 a side, the winner 
to hand it over to the charitable insti- 
tutions of the town. Both pariies had 
their respective backers, the majority 
going with the lady. The bet soon got 
wind, and, of course, created an_im- 
mense. amount of merriment. Bets 
were freely taken at 50 to 1 in favour 
of the lady, who has since been chris- 
tened “ perpetual motion,” and becomo 
a local celebrity. ‘The day of battle was 
anxiously looked forward to, and pro- 
bably no building in the town would 
have held the audience.

THE PAST AND THE FUTURE. 


Tre recent Goodwood meeting has greatly affected the market movements 
for the St. Leger; but seeing that the Wizard fell lame in the Cup race, we are 
at a perfect luss to coucede why the Marquis should recede in the betting, or 
why éven there should have been any retrogression in Carisbrook’s price, 
through Fairwater’s defeat, a8 the mare had very bad cracked heels, and could 
scarcely raise a gallop. We can understand the “sweetening” of Neptunn 
caused by Tim Whiffler's triumph, though we cannot coincide with the policy o 
that movement, seeing that Carisbrook has already twice béaten him easily. 
The Marquis, however, has got back to his old firmnéss of odds; and 
it will take a very good one indeed to béat him for the great 
autumnal tryst, as John Scott is more fond of him for the Don- 
caster journey than he was forthe Derby, and different tactics will be pursued 
on the Leger day than were noted in June. Lord Coventry has renewed con- 
fidence in Exchequer, on the strength of Lady Clifden’s running in Sussex, 
but good judges naturally shake their heads after the cutting up of Monte- 
bello in the Goodwood Stakes, for the latter ran Exchequer to a head at 
Worcester, &t 5lb difference only, and when he had the Hampshire and New- 
castle tussles in him. Buckstone is all right again, and once more backed in 
earnest, and he will be better served on the northern moor than on the 
southern downs, for he is a big horse, and will like Doncaster all the more if 
the Leger course be a little heavy. But that will also be to Caractacus’s 
advantage. The latter is doing remarkably well, and Jem Goater is often

Monpay.—The settling upon the Goodwood events drew together @ large 
number of speculators, and the progress of paying and receiving eppe tree to 
go off without any unsatisfactory episode. Notwithstanding that the Good- 
wood Stakes and Cup ended in the defeat of the favourites, bookmakers have, 
on the average, sustained severe losses, a8 backers had fair opportunities of 
recovering themselves by the successes of many other attimals who won. 
Adjusting accounts occupied almost the exclusive attention of the room, and 
only at intervals was speculation resumed. None of the immediately ap- 
proaching events were touched upon, the St. Leger and the Derby of 1863 being 
the only events upon which investments were made. For the St. Leger The 
Marquis was in decidedly better odour than of late, and 5 to 1 was taken about 
him, though subsequently offered. Caractacus was supported at half a point 
longer points, while Buckstone, who has steadily advanced recently, stood this 
afternoon at 9 tol. Excheqtier was also in increased demand, and 14 to 1 was 
the highest figure obtainable about him. John Scott's Hurricane was backed 
at 20 to 1, at which price Johnny Armstrong and Neptunus had their names

Lyn Coron, im Anglesea, famous for large trout, is within half an hour’s 
run from Bangor by railway. Within a few miles off, also, near Aber, there 
is a small lake on the hills which may be tried by way of variety. 

A ticket for Llangollen-road will place the angler within five miles of Llan- 
gollen. The river here is the Dee, the scenery up the vale lovely, the fishing, 
at times, very good. Llansaintffraid, three miles from Corwen, is the best 
head-quarters for the fisherman, though the latter place affords better accom- 
modation. The trout fishing here must be paid for by the month, week, or 
day. On my last visit to this part the charge was, at Corwen, Is.a day; at 
Llansaintffraid, 2s, 6d. The fishing at the two places was ‘preserved by dif- 
ferent societies. Besides trout there are a few grayling in the water, and 
plenty of eels. The river being much cumbered with wood, wading is here a 

. sine qué non, unless the angler chooses to hire a ‘“coracle,” which is a 
boat of light wicker-work, covered with tarred canvas, shaped something 
like a punt, and made so light as to bé easily thrown over the shoulder and 
carried from one spot to another, The feather-like way in which this frail 
craft glides over rapids and shallows is admirable, as is also the facility with 
which it topples over, on the slightest incalculated movement of the occupant. 

It is certain, however, that a fisher who is dexterous in its management may 

kill double the number of trout from it which can be commanded from the 
shore. The custom isto use a very short rod in fishing from it. By this means 
the fly 7pay be thrown under trees, and into likely nooks not otherwise acces-

The supply of trout has, I 
hear, rather fallen off of late; but when I knew it four or five years ago, 
a basketful might easily be taken on any favourable morning, from the middle 
of May to the end of June. During the dog-days, the trout here are very shy, 
and ‘rise short,” as it is technically called. The later fishing begins towards 
the end of August, and lasts about three weeks.
